When Alden and Greg land in jail as the result of a frame-up by the racketeers, Alden is unable to convince anyone 
of his true identity and he is put in the psychopathic ward. 

Mrs. Alden and Marcia finally arrange for the release of the two men, and all four return to the Alden mansion just 
as Carter arrives to pick up Marcia to elope. 

Greg recognizes him as one of the racketeers, knocks him out in a bloody brawl and turns him over to the police. After 
the excitement, Mrs. Alden reveals that the factory in Detroit has wired for Alden to return to the plant and straighten out 
some production trouble. 

Alden is happy to go back to work, but agrees to go only on the condition that his partner, Greg, will go with him and 
take Marcia along as his new bride. Both Marcia and Greg are perfectly in accord with the agreement.
